Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant has proposed amending the two independent claims (1 
and 60) to distinguish the instant invention over the applied Buerger et al. reference. Applicant has proposed further 
defining the structure of the adhesive layer in that the top and bottom surfaces of the adhesive layer would follow the 
contour of the fibrous outer layer. Applicant stated that support for such an amendment can be found in paragraphs 
44,48,50,51,85 and 128. Examiners stated that it appears such an amendment would distinguish the instant invention 
over those provided in the figures of Buerger et al. Examiners also stated that the proposed amendment would require 
further consideration of the Buerger et al. reference and a new search. Applicant inquired as to whether there would 
be any reason that this application wouldn't be allowed before the parent case if it was determined that this case was in 
condition for allowance prior to the parent's condition for allowance. Examiner stated that a terminal disclaimer has 
already been filed with the parent case, therefore this application will be allowed once it is deemed in condition for 
allowance.
